For  Exhibitors  And  Patrons 

Exhibitors  and  patrons  are  sincerely  requested  to  make  constructive 
criticisms  and  offer  helpful  suggestions  toward  bettering  any  part  or  de- 
partment of  this,  YOUR  STATE  FAIR. 

Please  report  any  discourtesies  by  gatemen,  concessionaires,  showmen, 
or  others  connected  with  the  Fair.  If,  for  any  reason,  there  is  a  misunder- 
standing about  admission  at  gates  or  elsewhere,  please  pay  the  admission 
price  asked,  take  a  receipt  for  same,  and  come  direct  to  the  Manager's 
office.  Please  do  not  block  traffic  and  delay  others  by  prolonged  arguments 
with  ticket-sellers,  gatemen  and  ticket-takers  who  are  working  on  strict 
orders  from  the  management  and  are  not  allowed  to  vary  from  them. 

Concessions  and  attractions  are  granted  privileges  on  the  grounds  to 
supply  the  necessary  wants,  comforts,  conveniences  and  pleasures  of  the 
patrons.  The  management  will  not  accept  or  knowingly  allow  the  con- 
tinuance of  any  concession,  show  or  other  attraction  of  a  questionable 
nature  or  a  demoralizing  tendency,  nor  will  any  concession  be  permitted 
where  the  business  is  conducted  in  other  than  a  legitimate  and  legal  manner. 

Drunkenness,  quarreling,  or  the  use  of  profane  or  obscene  language  will 
not  be  allowed  on  the  grounds.     No  begging  will  be  permitted. 

No  peddling,  hawking  or  selling  of  any  kind  will  be  allowed  in  the  build- 
ings or  on  the  grounds  except  by  special  license  obtained  from  the  Manager. 

All  dining  halls,  lunch  stands,  refreshment  booths  and  other  places  dis- 
pensing food  and  beverage  must  be  substantial  in  structure  and  neat  in 
appearance.  They  must  meet  all  health  regulations  and  must  sell  only 
good,  wholesome  food  and  pure  honest  goods  at  reasonable  prices  which 
must  be  approved  by  the  Fair  management  and  displayed  in  a  prominent 
place. 

The  management  of  the  State  Fair  reserves  the  right  to  amend,  add  to 
and  interpret  the  foregoing  and  following  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  to 
arbitrarily  settle  and  determine  all  questions  and  differences  in  regard 
thereto,  or  otherwise  arising  out  of,  connected  with,  or  incident  to  the  Fair. 
In  the  event  of  conflict  between  the  General  Rules  and  the  special  rules 
which  appear  as  headnotes  of  the  various  divisions  and  departments  of  the 
Fair,  the  latter  will  take  precedence. 

Disregard  of  any  rule,  or  misrepresentation  on  the  part  of  the  exhibitor, 
concessionaire  or  patrons  will  forfeit  all  premiums  won,  privileges  granted, 
fees  paid,  and  rights  to  further  participation  in  the  Fair. 

SERVICES 

The  Southern  Bell  Telephone  Company  will  maintain  complete  service 
and  toll  stations  at  convenient  points  on  the  Fairgrounds.

An  Information  Bureau  and  office  for  reporting  and  recovery  of  lost  and 
found  articles  will  be  maintained  on  the  State  Fairgrounds.  This  service 
is  free  and  will  be  cheerfully  given.  Please  do  not  ask  for  the  use  of  the 
Public  Address  System  to  locate  "lost"  persons  except  small  children  and  in 
emergencies,  or  where  school  bus  drivers  and  other  group  leaders  desire  to 
announce  departure  times. 

An  office  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  representatives  of  the  Press,  and 
Radio  and  Television  Stations,  will  be  maintained  with  telephones,  type- 
writers, and  other  facilities.  It  will  be  a  pleasure  to  supply  authentic  in- 
formation of  news  value  about  the  Fair,  including  lists  of  premium  awards 
and  photographs.  Arrangements  may  be  made  in  advance  for  special  Press, 
Radio  and  Television  coverage  of  the  Fair  by  competent  trained  personnel. 

The  American  Red  Cross  will  maintain  an  emergency  hospital  and  first 
aid  stations  on  the  grounds,  with  trained  attendants  in  charge  at  all  times. 

Toilet  facilities,  for  men  and  women,  and  for  white  and  Negro  patrons, 
have  been  substantially  increased  in  recent  years.  ATTENDANTS  ARE 
NOT  ALLOWED  TO  CHARGE  FOR  USE  OF  THESE  FACILITIES. 

In  order  for  the  State  Fair  to  maintain  a  complete  file  of  pictures  for 
the  use  of  Press  and  Television  services,  exhibitors  and  patrons  are  re- 
quested to  cooperate  with  the  Official  Photographer  of  the  Fair.  Exhibitors 
are  under  no  obligation  to  purchase  pictures,  but  may  arrange  directly 
with  the  photographer  for  this  service  if  they  so  desire. 

Decoration  and  sign  painting  service,  at  nominal  charges,  will  be  avail- 
able to  exhibitors  and  can  be  arranged  through  the  Information  Desk  at 
the  Manager's  office. 

A  feed  and  forage  concession  will  be  operated  for  livestock  exhibitors. 
Grain,  hay,  straw  and  other  supplies  will  be  available  at  prevailing  prices. 
The  Fair  will  furnish  free  the  original  bedding  for  each  stall  and  pen,  but 
exhibitors  are  required  to  care  for  and  feed  their  own  animals  and  they 
must  keep  stalls  and  pens  clean  and  well  bedded  thereafter. 

The  State  Fair  will  employ  police,  guards  and  traffic  directors,  and  will 
use  diligence  to  promote  safety  and  protection  of  patrons,  and  their 
exhibits  and  property  on  the  Fairgrounds.  But,  under  no  circumstances 
will  the  Fair  or  any  of  its  officers  and  employees  be  responsible  for  loss 
or  damage  to  persons  and  their  property  (including  entries,  exhibits, 
automobiles  in  parking  lots,  and  articles  left  in  cars)  because  of  accidents, 
theft,   fire,   the   elements,    or    other   conditions. 

Articles  and  animals  shipped  or  mailed  to  the  Fair  for  exhibit  will  be 
accepted  only  if  ALL  CHARGES  ARE  PREPAID.  Be  sure  packages  mailed 
or  shipped  are  properly  addressed  in  accordance  with  instructions  for 
shipment  listed  later  in  this  section  under  'Exhibits  and  Exhibitors."  Mail 
and  parcels  addressed  to  exhibitors,  patrons,  concessionaires  and  others 
connected  with  or  attending  the  Fair  should  be  called  for  at  the  Manager's 
office.  No  responsibility  can  be  assumed  for  delivery.  Messages  telephoned, 
telegraphed  or  delivered  to  the  Manager's  office  for  persons  exhibiting  at, 
attending  or  connected  in  any  way  with  the  Fair,  will  be  accepted  for  de- 
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livery  only  at  the  convenience  of  the  Office  Staff,  and  as  time  permits.    No 
responsibility  will  be  assumed  for  delay  or  non-delivery  of  such  messages. 

Passes  are  issued  only  to  exhibitors  who  must  constantly  attend  their 
exhibits,  or  as  a  courtesy  for  some  service  rendered  for  which  the  State 
Fair  is  unable  to  pay.  To  these  the  Fair  management  is  grateful  and  ask 
that  the  use  of  such  passes  be  confined  to  the  person  to  whom  they  are 
issued. 

Sufficient  electric  light  and  power  service  will  be  furnished  by  the  Fair 
to  properly  illuminate  and  service  the  exhibition  buildings  and  grounds. 
Exhibitors  and  concessionaires  requiring  individual  electric  light  and 
power  service  in  their  booths  and  stands  may  obtain  same  upon  written 
application  and  payment  when  service  is  installed  and  connected.  ONLY 
THE  OFFICIAL  STATE  FAIR  ELECTRICIANS  MAY  MAKE  INSTAL- 
LATIONS AND  CONNECTIONS. 

Where  outside  wiring  is  necessary,  a  fixed  charge  of  $5.00  will  be  made 
for  each  50  feet  or  fraction  thereof  for  making  connection. 

If  located  inside  of  building  where  wiring  exists,  any  additional  labor 
or  material  must  be  paid  for  by  the  applicant. 

No  service  will  be  given  for  less  than  minimum  charge  of  $5.00. 

The  charge  for  electric  current  for  power  and  lights  will  be  as  follows: 
Go  per  kilowatt  hour.  Motors  will  be  rated  on  amperage  per  kilowatt  hour. 

The  current  is  alternating  single  phase,  60  cycles,  120  volts. 

Electric  stoves,  grills,  percolators,  waffle  irons,  and  all  electrical  equip- 
ment will  be  charged  for  at  the  regular  rate.  These  must  not  be  connected 
until  Fair  Electrician  has  granted  permission. 

Trucks  and  other  vehicles  to  service  exhibits  and  concession  stands  will 
be  permitted  on  the  grounds  ONLY  between  the  hours  of  midnight  and 
10:00  a.m.,  and  between  5:00  p.m.  and  6:00  p.m.  daily.  Permits  for  entry 
of  service  trucks  and  vehicles  must  be  obtained  in  advance  of  the  opening 
of  the  Fair  from  the  Manager's  office.

Departments.  Certain  poultry  classes  are  open  to  exhibitors  of  Florida, 
Georgia,  Maryland,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee  and  Virginia,  as  well  as 
North  Carolina.  In  all  other  divisions  and  departments  competition  is 
LIMITED  TO  RESIDENTS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA.  NO  DEPARTMENT 
SUPERINTENDENT  OR  DIRECTOR,  OR  MEMBERS  OF  THEIR  IMME- 
DIATE FAMILIES  MAY  ENTER  EXHIBITS  IN  THEIR  RESPECTIVE 
DEPARTMENTS. 

All  entries  (with  exceptions  noted  in  the  Livestock  Division  for  group 
classes)  must  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  owner,  breeder,  manufacturer, 
grower,  producer  or  one  whose  skill  the  exhibit  represents.  A  firm,  to  be 
entitled  to  exhibit  as  such,  must  have  been  organized  not  less  than  30  days 
prior  to  the  closing  date  for  entries,  and  such  firm  must  have  been  organized 
as  a  bona  fide  firm  for  the  purpose  of  producing,  or  buying  and  selling  the 
articles  or  animals  it  proposes  to  exhibit  in  the  name  of  such  firm.  A  firm 
will  be  regarded  as  one  exhibitor. 

Official  printed  forms  MUST  BE  USED  in  making  applications  for  entry. 
One  will  be  found  in  the  back  of  this  book.  One  side  of  the  form  is  for  Live- 
stock entries  ONLY;  the  other  side  is  for  entries  in  all  other  departments 
of  the  Fair.  USE  A  SEPARATE  FORM  FOR  ENTRIES  IN  EACH  DE- 
PARTMENT. Be  sure  to  fill  out  the  application  form  completely,  ac- 
curately and  legibly.  Give  your  rural  route  number,  post  office  box  number, 
or  city  street  address.

Incomplete  entry  forms  will  be  returned  for  correction  if  there  is  time 
to  do  so,  but  REMEMBER:  No  article  or  animals  will  be  entitled  to  exhibit 
space  until  proper  entry  has  been  made,  and  no  entry  will  be  accepted  after 
the  closing  date  listed  for  the  department. 

Once  an  entry  is  made,  it  cannot  be  changed  except  where  it  is  improperly 
classed  or  a  mistake  has  been  made  in  copying  the  original  entry — in  which 
event  the  changes  can  be  made  only  with  the  permission  of  the  Department 
Superintendent  or  Director  in  charge,  AND  THEN  ONLY  IN  THE  OF- 
FICE OF  THE  "ENTRY  DIRECTOR."  If  the  records  are  altered  and 
do  not  conform  with  the  information  on  file  in  the  Entry  Department,  pay- 
ment of  premiums  will  be  withheld. 

No  person  except  personnel  of  the  Entry  Department  will  be  allowed  to 
see  the  entries,  or  have  access  to  the  entry  books,  until  after  the  awards  are 
made. 
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The  same  article  or  animal  cannot  be  entered  for  more  than  one  premium 
number  (except  as  otherwise  stated  in  the  Special  Department  Rules  and 
Regulations).  Collections  and  displays  must  be  made  up  of  specimens  other 
than  those  entered  in  single   (individual)   classes  unless  otherwise  noted. 

No  entry  fees  are  required  in  any  department,  except  that  livestock, 
poultry,  pigeon,  and  rabbit  exhibitors  must  include  payment  of  stall,  pen 
and  coop  fees  with  their  applications  for  entry.  (SEE  HEADNOTES  OF 
THESE  DEPARTMENTS  FOR  SCALE  OF  FEES.) 

Application  forms  for  entry  should  be  mailed  to:  MANAGER,  N.  C. 
STATE  FAIR,  P.  O.  Box  5565,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  After  October  5,  1959,  the 
Entry  Department  will  be  staffed  to  receive  applications  for  entry  in  person.

Remember!  All  exhibits  must  be  officially  entered  in  the  Fair,  on  official 
printed  forms  provided  for  that  purpose,  before  the  closing  date  for  entries 
in  the  department.  No  article  or  animal  will  be  entitled  to  space  or  con- 
sidered in  the  judging  until  proper  entry  has  been  made.  Removal  of  ex- 
hibits before  the  date  and  time  specified  above  will  be  cause  for  forfeit  of 
all  premiums  won,  all  fees  paid,  and  the  right  to  further  participation  in 
the  Fair. 

All  exhibits  will  be  numbered  and  recorded  in  the  books  of  the  proper 
department  and  class  and  exhibit  tag  with  corresponding  numbers  will  be 
issued.  This  tag  must  be  securely  attached  to  the  exhibit  and  must  remain 
on  the  exhibit  throughout  the  Fair  (except  that  exhibit  tags  issued  for  live- 
stock and  poultry  may  be  conspicuously  displayed  upon  the  stall,  pen  or 
coop).  Exhibitors  who  make  their  entries  well  in  advance  of  the  opening  of 
the  Fair  will  receive  their  exhibit  tags  by  mail ;  otherwise,  they  should  first 
visit  the  Entry  Department  upon  their  arrival  on  the  Fairgrounds  and  re- 
ceive their  exhibit  tags. 

Once  the  exhibit  is  numbered  and  tagged,  it  should  be  delivered  to  the 
Department  Superintendent  or  Director,  who  will  allocate  space  and  either 
personally  arrange  the  exhibit  in  a  suitable  and  attractive  display,  or  direct 
such  action  by  the  exhibitor. 

All  exhibitors  are  urged  to  personally  bring  their  exhibits  to  the  Fair 
and  enjoy  the  educational  and  recreational  advantages  of  the  annual  ex- 
position. However,  exhibits  may  be  shipped  or  mailed  to:  MANAGER, 
N.  C.  STATE  FAIR,  P.  O.  BOX  5565,  RALEIGH,  N.  C,  and  they  will  be 
carefully  handled,  officially  entered,  tagged,  and  otherwise  treated  in  the 
same  manner  as  previously  described.  They  will  be  given  the  same  con- 
sideration with  regard  to  display  and  judging  as  exhibits  personally  de- 
livered. 

All  exhibits  shipped  or  mailed  MUST  BE  PREPAID.  No  transportation 
charges  for  express,  postage,  freight  or  drayage  will  be  paid  by  the  Fair.

All  carload  shipments  by  freight,  for  exhibition  purposes,  should  be

N.  C,  c/o  S.A.L.  RAILWAY.  Exhibits  so  billed  will  be  delivered  to  the 
Fairgrounds  without  extra  switching  charges.  Attention  of  exhibitors  is 
called  to  tariff  rules,  governing  the  shipment  of  certain  types  of  articles  for 
exhibition  at  expositions  and  fairs,  and  providing  for  free  return  of  such 
exhibits  when  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the  Manager  of  the  Fair 
certifying  that  such  shipment  was  on  exhibition  and  ownership  of  same  has 
not  changed.  Intending  exhibitors  should  consult  their  local  freight  agent 
for  particulars  governing  Fair  shipments,  as  some  types  of  exhibit  material 
are  not  returned  free  and  other  conditions  enter  in  if  shipment  is  not  re- 
turned direct.

All  livestock  must  be  cared  for  by  the  exhibitor  except  as  noted  in  the  q 

Junior  Dairy  Cattle  show.     Stalls  and  pens  will  be  furnished  bedding  before  Z 

the  Fair,  free  of  charge.  Thereafter  exhibitors  will  be  required  to  furnish 
their  own  bedding  and  keep  all  stalls  and  pens  clean.  Feed  and  straw  will 
be  sold  on  the  grounds  at  prevailing  prices. 

When  exhibit  tags  are  issued  by  the  Entry  Department  for  each  article 
entered,  a  stub  with  a  duplicate  number  will  be  given  the  exhibitor  to  serve 
as  his  claim  check  to  recover  and  secure  the  release  of  his  exhibit.  Claim 
checks  should  be  guarded  carefully,  since  Department  Superintendents  and 
Directors  are  not  allowed  to  release  any  exhibit  without  presentation  of  the 
exhibit  tag  stub.  If  the  claim  check  is  lost,  such  loss  should  be  reported 
promptly  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  exhibitor  to  furnish  the  Director 
of  the  Entry  Department  proof  of  ownership  of  the  article  on  exhibit. 

Exhibits  entered  in  the  premium  classes  which  are  not  claimed  within 
one  week  after  the  close  of  the  Fair  will  be  considered  to  have  been  aban- 
doned by  the  exhibitor  and  will  be  disposed  of  as  the  Manager  of  the  Fair 
sees  fit.  Other  exhibits,  and  materials  therein,  including  concession  booths, 
which  are  not  claimed  by  the  exhibitor  or  concessionaire  within  30  days 
after  the  end  of  the  Fair  will  be  considered  to  have  been  abandoned  and 
will  become  the  property  of  the  State  Fair. 

The  Fair  management  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  exhibit  which  does 
not  reflect  merit  and  which  would  not  be  a  credit  to  both  the  exhibitor  and 
the  Fair.  Also,  the  right  is  reserved  to  reject  exhibits  which  are  deemed 
objectionable  or  unsuitabTe  for  exhibition.  All  entries  are  accepted  condi- 
tionally, pending  inspection  of  the  article  or  animal  to  be  exhibited.  Any 
article  or  animal  which  proves  to  be  misrepresented  or  falsely  classed  will 
be  rejected  and  the  right  of  the  exhibitor  to  further  participation  in  the 
Fair  will  be  denied. 

Division  Directo>s,  Department  Superintendents,  and/or  Judges  must  re- 
port disqualification  of  entries  to  the  Manager  or  Assistant  Manager  of  the 
State  Fair  immediately  after  such  action  is  taken.  UNDER  NO  CIRCUM- 
STANCES WILL  JUDGING  BE  CONSIDERED  OFFICIAL  AND  PRE- 
MIUMS PAID  IN  A  CLASS  WHERE  DISQUALIFICATION  IS  RECOM- 
MENDED UNTIL  APPROVAL  OF  THE  DISQUALIFICATION  (S)  IS 
OBTAINED  FROM  THE  FAIR  MANAGER  OR  ASSISTANT  MANAGER. 
Promiscuous  advertising  is  strictly  prohibited.  Exhibitors  may  advertise 
and  distribute  literature  and  free  samples  from  their  place  of  exhibit  only, 
but  may  not  sell  any  article  or  animal  from  their  exhibit  space  without  a 
permit  from  the  Manager.  The  distribution  of  advertising  matter  which 
conflicts  in  any  manner  with  a  concession  sold  by  the  Management  is  pro- 
hibited. 

Commercial  exhibitors  and  concessionaires  are  responsible  for  keeping 
the  space  in  and  around  their  exhibits,  including  unused  space,  aisles  and 
roadways,  clean  and  free  of  rubbish.  An  area  of  10  feet  around  each  exhibit 
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booth  and  concession  stand  must  be  thoroughly  cleaned  by  the  exhibitor  or 
concessionaire  at  the  end  of  each  Fair  day.  Failure  to  do  so  will  be  cause 
for  cancellation  of  contract. 

No  exhibit  space  assigned  may  be  shared  or  sub-let  without  permission  of 
the  Fair  manager. 

Exhibitors  and  Department  Superintendents  and  Directors  may  have  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  lawn  in  front  of  the  Educational  and  Commercial 
exhibit  building  for  parking  until  midnight,  Monday,  October  12,  1959. 
Special  parking  facilities  for  the  Livestock  and  Poultry  Division  will  be 
provided  at  the  west  end  of  the  Fairgrounds. 


JUDGING  AND  AWARDS 

Decision  of  the  judges  will  be  final,  and  no  appeal  will  be  considered 
except  in  cases  of  protest  in  writing,  with  strong  evidence  of  fraud  or 
violation  of  the  rules  of  the  Fair.  Protests  must  be  filed  with  the  Division 
Superintendent  not  later  than  noon  of  the  day  following  the  award,  and 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  protest  fee  of  $5.00  which  will  be  retained  by 
the  Fair  if  the  protest  is  not  sustained.  The  Division  Superintendent  will 
appoint  a  committee  to  consider  the  protest  and  all  interested  parties  will 
be  notified  of  the  time  of  the  hearing  and  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard.  The  rules  of  the  International  Association  of  Fairs  and  Ex- 
positions governing  appeals  will  be  those  of  the  North  Carolina  Fair. 

Judges  will  not  award  premiums  to  any  article  or  animal  because  of  its 
mere  presence.  It  must  be  individually  worthy.  It  is  not  the  policy  of  the 
Fair  to  encourage  indifferent  production  of  any  kind,  or  to  distribute 
premiums  equally  among  exhibitors.  No  premium  will  be  awarded  to  any 
exhibit  that  does  not  possess  high  intrinsic  merit. 

Unless  otherwise  specified  in  the  Department  Rules  and  Regulations,  NO 
EXHIBITOR  MAY  WIN  MORE  THAN  TWO  PREMIUMS  IN  ANY  ONE 
INDIVIDUAL  CLASS,  AND  NOT  MORE  THAN  ONE  PREMIUM  IN 
ANY  GROUP  CLASS. 

No  exhibitor  may  accompany  judges  during  their  deliberations  except 
such  attendants  as  are  necessary  to  handle  and  show  livestock  and  other 
such  exhibits.  Any  exhibitor  attempting  to  interfere  with  the  judges  during 
their  adjudications,  or  who  publicly  expresses  disapproval  of  the  decision 
of  the  judges,  will  be  excluded  from  further  competition  and  any  premiums 
previously  won  will  be  forfeited. 

Fraud  or  deception  as  to  breeding,  or  in  any  other  form,  will  be  ex- 
posed and  the  exhibitor  guilty  of  such  violation  will  be  excluded  from 
further  participation  in  the  Fair,  and  all  premiums  previously  won  will  be 
forfeited. 

Pi'emiums  will  be  paid  only  on  the  basis  of  the  records  of  the  judging 
reports,  which  will  be  signed  by  the  judge  and  by  the  Department  Superin- 
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tendent  or  Director.     Ribbons  will  be  securely  attached  to  the  articles  upon  O 

which  they  were  awarded,  if  possible,  but  the  ribbons  have  no  value  in  the  5 

payment  of  premiums  since  they  may  become  detached  and  find  their  way  ^ 

on  to  the  wrong  exhibit.  — | 

Entries  made   in   wrong   classes   may   be   reclassed   by   the   Department  2 

Superintendent,  BUT  ONLY  IF  SUCH  RECLASSIFICATION  IS  MADE 
IN  THE  OFFICE  OF,  AND  WITH  THE  APPROVAL  OF,  THE  DI- 
RECTOR OF  THE  ENTRY  DEPARTMENT.  Records  must  be  changed 
when  entries  are  reclassed.  If  the  records  are  altered  and  the  entry  de- 
partment files  are  not  changed,  premiums  will  be  withheld. 

Judges,  when  requested,  may  give  the  reasons  for  their  decisions  em- 
bracing the  value  and  desirable  qualities  of  the  exhibits  to  which  they  have 
awarded  premiums. 

Judges  will  not  award  premiums  or  ribbons  to  any  article  or  animal  that 
does  not  qualify  for  one  of  the  classes  in  the  State  Fair  Premium  List. 

Premiums  will  be  paid  to  winning  exhibitors  as  soon  after  the  awards 
are  made  as  it  is  possible  to  compile  and  check  all  reports.  Premiums  not 
collected  during  the  Fair  will  be  mailed  to  the  exhibitor  at  the  post  office 
address  given  on  his  or  her  entry  form.  Errors  in  premium  statements 
will  be  corrected  until  December  1,  1959,  after  which  time  the  books  of  1959 
Fair  are  closed.

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The  North  Carolina  Board  of  Farm  Organizations  and  Agencies,  which  is 
sponsoring  "The  Challenge  Program,"  has  invited  five  counties  to  arrange 
and  present  exhibits  depicting  certain  phases  of  their  programs  for  Better 
Farming  and  Better  Rural  Family  Living.  One  county  will  represent  each 
of  the  five  areas  established  for  the  Challenge  program.

7.  Bake  at  450°  F.  for  20  minutes.

2.  The  insect  collection  must  be  in  place  for  judging  by  9:00  a.m.  on  the 
official  opening  day  of  the  fair. 

3.  Those  planning  to  exhibit  should  contact  their  local  county  agricultural 
agent  and  the  Extension  Entomologist,  North  Carolina  State  College, 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  on  or  before  August  1. 

4.  The  display  boxes  must  be  18  inches  wide  by  18  or  24  inches  long 
by  3V2  inches  deep  and  have  a  transparent  cover  (glass  suggested). 

5.  The  best  collection  from  each  district  will  be  used  in  the  exhibit.  If 
any  district  does  not  have  an  entry  or  has  an  entry  considered  not 
worthy  of  competition,  two  collections  may  be  selected  from  a  single 
extension  district. 

6.  The  judging  will  be  based  on: 

a.  General  appearance  and  neatness  of  arrangement. 

b.  Care  in  preparation  of  the  insects. 

c.  Placing  and  completeness  of  labels. 

d.  The  number  of  orders  of  North  Carolina  insects  represented. 

7.  The  collection  must  be  the  work  of  the  exhibitor. 

8.  Winning  first  place  eliminates  a  competitor  and  the  insect  collection 
from  further  competition  in  this  class.

(about  122  samples  of  Flue-cured  and  about  104  samples  of  Burley).  This 
will  be  one  of  the  most  complete  displays  of  the  standard  grades  of  tobacco, 
the  leading  cash  crop  of  the  state,  that  is  available  to  the  public.

Where  it  is  not  possible  to  personally  bring  the  products  to  the  Fair  and 
arrange  them,  the  Superintendents  will  be  glad  to  arrange  the  products 
in  the  most  attractive  manner  possible.  However,  they  will  not  pack  box  or 
basket  entries  for  exhibit.  Exhibits  mailed  or  shipped  to  the  Fair  should 
be  carefully  labeled  to  show  the  name  and  address  of  the  exhibitor,  and 
the  nature,  and  class  in  which  entered,  of  the  contents  of  the  package.

Fruits  and  vegetables  to  be  exhibited  in  plates  and  trays  should  be  care- 
fully wrapped  and  packed  for  shipment  to  the  Fair.  Wrap  separately  in 
paper  and  pack  firmly  in  a  box,  taking  care  to  avoid  bruising.  Label  each 
variety  plainly  and  put  in  dividers  to  keep  varieties  separated.  Do  not  use 
hay,  fodder,  excelsior  or  any  other  dusty  packing  material. 

Quality — Not  Quantity 

In  selecting  Horticultural  products  for  exhibit,  choose  only  those  speci- 
mens that  are  of  uniformly  good  quality,  form  and  color,  true  to  type,  and 
free  from  all  insect  and  disease  blemishes,  and  free  from  cuts  and  bruises. 
Premiums  offered  for  the  best  collection  of  fruits  or  vegetables  will  not  be 
awarded  for  a  mere  pile  or  for  the  greatest  number  of  varieties,  BUT 
MAINLY  ON  THE  BASIS  OF  QUALITY.  Do  not  knock  or  shake  fruit 
from  the  tree,  but  pick  each  specimen  by  hand,  taking  care  not  to  pull  out 
the  stem.  Products  should  be  exhibited  as  nearly  as  possible  in  their  natural 
state,  and  no  preference  will  be  given  in  the  judging  for  highly  polished 
fruits  or  vegetables. 

Entries  of  Commercial  baskets  of  apples  and  sweet  potatoes  should  be 
graded  to  uniform  marketable  size,  high  color,  smoothness,  trueness  to  type, 
freedom  from  cuts  and  bruises,  and  free  from  insect  and  fungus  blemishes. 
They  should  be  properly  packed  and  faced  in  standard  bushel  baskets. 

Entries  of  "Collections"  and  under  "Any  Other  Variety"  must  be  cor- 
rectly named  by  the  exhibitor.  In  the  nomenclature  of  fruits,  the  names 
adopted  by  the  American  Pomological  Society  shall  rule,  and  no  variety  will 
be  accepted  that  has  not  been  admitted  to  their  catalogue,  except  in  the 
case  of  seedlings  never  before  exhibited. 

Awards  and  Judging 

No  awards  will  be  made  for  unworthy  specimens,  where  quality  is  lacking, 
or  where  any  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  these  exhibits  are 
disregarded. 

No  article  entered  for  competition  in  any  class  will  be  permitted  to 
compete  for  a  premium  in  any  other  class.  AN  EXHIBITOR  CANNOT 
COMPETE  FOR  MORE  THAN  ONE  PRIZE  IN  ANY  CLASS. 

No  exhibitor  will  be  allowed  to  discuss  exhibits  with  the  judges,  or  to 
interfere  in  any  way  while  the  judges  are  at  work.

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MISCELLANEOUS 

This  class  is  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  new  interest.  Dish  gardens 
may  be  arranged  on  plates,  platters,  trays  or  dishes  of  any  reasonable  size. 
They  will  be  judged  on  the  basis  of  the  craftsmanship  of  the  exhibitor,  the 
artistic  qualities  of  the  exhibit  and  the  quality  of  materials  used.  The 
exhibit  may  represent  Japanese  gardens,  landscapes,  farms  properly  planted, 
homes  or  any  other  feature.  Plant  materials  should  predominate  but  any 
kind  of  material  can  be  used.  To  the  extent  necessary  materials  such  as 
mirrors,  rocks,  ornaments,  wood,  etc.,  may  be  used.  It  is  suggested  that  the 
exhibitor  limit  his  exhibit  to  reasonable  size  and  no  exhibit  should  have  any 
dimension  greater  than  20  inches. 

The  foregoing  suggestions  apply  also  to  terrariums.  The  type  of  exhibit 
desired  in  this  class  is  much  like  the  dish  gardens,  except  that  slightly 
different  materials  should  be  used,  the  materials  being  placed  inside  a  glass 
container  covered  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  moist  conditions  and  plants 
preferring  such  moist  conditions,  such  as  mosses,  ferns,  etc.,  should  be  used. 
Credit  will  be  given  by  the  judges  to  the  craftsmanship,  the  condition  of 
plant  materials,  the  number  of  kinds  in  the  exhibit,  and  the  general  artistic 
values  of  same.  These  exhibits  should  have  unity,  variety,  propriety,  coher- 
ence and  finish.

Except  in  cases  of  conflict,  in  which  event  the  following  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations will  prevail,  the  General  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Fair  will 
govern  this  Division.  BE  SURE  TO  READ  THOSE  IN  THE  FRONT  OF 
THIS  BOOK.  Some — but  not  all — are  repeated  herewith  for  emphasis,  and 
others  of  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations  apply  only  to  this  Division. 

Entries 

MAKE  YOUR  ENTRIES   EARLY!    The  right  is   reserved  and  will  be  r 

used   to   reject   entries   received    after   all    available   space   is   taken.    Even  T; 

though  this  occurs  before  specified  time  for  closing  of  entries,  October  1,  m 

1959.  H 

Official  printed  forms  must  be  used  in  making  applications  for  entry.  One  5 

will  be  found  in  the  back  of  this  book.  Additional  copies  are  available  upon  p^ 

request.  Use  a  separate  form  for  making  entries  in  each  department.  Be 
sure  to  fill  in  the  application  form  completely,  accurately  and  legibly.  Give 
your  rural  route  number,  post  office  box  number,  or  city  street  address. 

Indicate  on  the  form  the  total  number  of  animals  you  will  exhibit,  includ- 
ing nurse  animals,  and  the  total  number  of  stall  spaces  (four  feet  wide)  or 
pens  (6x8  feet  in  size)  you  will  require,  including  those  to  be  used  for 
gear,  feed  and  bedding. 

List  the  class  number,  as  indicated  in  the  premium  list,  for  which  each 
entry  is  made.  Use  a  separate  line  for  each  animal.  Do  not  make  entries  in 
the  Championship  classes.  Indicate  if  you  plan  to  make  entries  in  the  group 
and/or  herd  classes,  but  it  is  not  necessary  to  name  the  animals  which  will 
make  up  your  group  or  herd  entries  until  after  the  judging  of  the  individual 
classes.  Entries  in  the  group  and  herd  classes  must  have  previously  been 
exhibited  in  the  individual  classes. 

List,  also,  on  the  application  form  the  name  (or  ear  tag  number)  and 
registry  number  of  each  animal  entered,  its  date  of  birth,  its  sex,  the  names 
(or  ear  tag  numbers)  and  registry  numbers  of  its  sire  and  dam,  and  the 
name  of  the  breeder.  Bring  your  registration  certificates  to  the  Fair;  they 
must  be  shown  if  requested  by  the  superintendent. 

All  cattle  and  swine  over  six  months  of  age,  and  all  sheep  over  three 
months  of  age,  must  be  registered  with  their  respective  breed  associations 
in  the  name  of  the  bona  fide  owner  who  must  have  owned  the  animal  for  at 
least  30  days  prior  to  the  closing  date  for  entries  in  the  particular  depart- 
ment (SEE  EXCEPTIONS  TO  THIS  RULE  FOR  GROUP  CLASSES 
ONLY  IN  SOME  DEPARTMENTS). 

Fees 

Stall  or  pen  fees  are  required  for  all  entries  in  the  senior  and  open 
classes  of  the  Livestock  Division.  Entries  exclusively  in  the  junior  livestock 
shows  are  not  subject  to  stall  or  pen  fees,  and  the  first  three  placed  animals 
in  each  Junior  Show  class  are  eligible  to  compete  in  the  Senior  and  Open 
Shows  without  payment  of  any  fee. 
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All  applications  for  stall  spaces  and  pens  must  be  noted  on  the  entry  form, 
AND  REMITTANCES  FOR  SAME  MUST  ACCOMPANY  THE  ENTRY 
APPLICATION  FORM.  Reservations  will  not  be  made  unless  accompanied 
by  the  required  fee,  and  REMEMBER:  THE  RIGHT  IS  RESERVED  TO 
REJECT  ENTRIES  RECEIVED  AFTER  ALL  AVAILABLE  SPACE  IS 
TAKEN.  ENTRIES  WILL  BE  ACCEPTED  IN  THE  ORDER  RECEIVED. 

Be  sure  to  indicate  on  the  form  the  total  number  of  stall  spaces  or  pens 
you  will  require,  including  those  to  be  used  for  nurse  animals,  and  for  gear, 
feed  and  bedding.  Include  remittances  for  these  extra  stall  spaces  or  pens 
you  will  require,  as  well  as  for  those  actually  required  for  the  animals 
you  will  exhibit  in  the  competitive  classes. 

Animals  duly  entered  in  the  show  which  will  be  exhibited  competitively 
in  the  show  ring  will  have  priority  on  stall  and  pen  space;  thereafter, 
should  additional  space  be  available,  display  animals  will  be  assigned  stall 
or  pen  space. 

The  following  fees  will  govern: 

Cattle  Barns,  each  stall  space    $2.00 

Swine  Barn,  each  pen    1.00 

Sheep  Barn,  each  pen    1.00 

Pony  Barns,  each  stall    2.00 

Health   Regulations 

The  health  regulations  of  the  Veterinary  Division  of  the  N.  C.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  governing  all  fairs  in  North  Carolina  will  be  strictly 
enforced  this  year.  These  regulations  are  as  follows: 
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Dairy   Cattle    and    Beef   Cattle 


"An  official  health  certificate  shall  be  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinar- 
ian and  approved  by  the  State  Veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin  on  all 
cattle  for  exhibition  purposes.  A  copy  of  the  approved  health  certificate 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  State  Veterinarian,  N.  C.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, Raleigh,  N.  C,  before  the  arrival  of  the  animals.  The  health  certifi- 
cate shall  state  that  no  animal  in  the  shipment  is  infected  with  or  has  been 
recently  exposed  to  any  infectious  or  transmissable  disease,  and  shall  con- 
tain the  names  and  addresses  of  the  consignor  and  consignee,  with  an  accu- 
rate description  or  identification  of  each  individual  animal. 

"In  addition  to  the  above  regulation,  the  health  status  of  the  individuals  ^ 

shipped  and  the  entire  herd  of  origin,  shall  be  as  follows:  JJj 

"BRUCELLOSIS   OR  BANG'S  DISEASE— (a)   Herds  officially  accred-  H 

ited  brucellosis-free  or   qualified   herds   in   modified   accredited  brucellosis-  ^ 

free  areas,  in  which  all  animals  in  the  herd  over   (6)  months  of  age  were  ^ 

negative  to  an  official  test  for  brucellosis  within  twelve  (12)  months  of 
entry,  and  the  animals  for  entry  were  negative  to  an  official  blood  test 
within  thirty  (30)   days  of  the  date  of  entry. 

"(b)  Herds  under  Federal-State  supervision  for  the  control  of  brucellosis, 
in  which  all  animals  in  the  herd  of  over  six  (6)  months  of  age  were  nega- 
tive to  an  official  blood  test  within  three  (3)  months  of  entry,  and  the 
animals  for  entry  were  negative  to  an  official  blood  test  within  thirty  (30) 
days  of  date  of  entry — such  test  not  to  be  applied  within  thirty  (30)  days 
of  the  date  of  the  previous  herd  test. 

"  (c)  Unvaccinated  calves  under  six  (6)  months  of  age  will  not  be  re- 
quired to  be  blood  tested  prior  to  entry,  provided  they  are  identified  as  the 
progeny  and  come  directly  from  negative  or  accredited  brucellosis-free 
herds  in  accordance  with  paragraphs    (a)    and   (b). 

"  (d)  Cattle  vaccinated  under  Federal-State  supervision  with  Brucella 
Abortus  vaccine  between  four  (4)  and  eight  (8)  months  of  age  which 
originate  in  herds  in  accordance  with  paragraphs  (a)  and  (b)  wherein  all 
unvaccinated  animals  over  six  (6)  months  of  age,  and  all  vaccinated  ani- 
mals over  two  (2)  years  of  age  are  negative  to  one  or  more  official  blood 
tests,  may  be  exhibited  in  the  State,  provided  they  are  negative  to  an 
official  blood  test  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  date  of  entry.  Identified 
officially  calfhood  cattle  showing  a  blood-serum  agglutination  titer  of  1-50 
or  less  are  classified  as  negative  under  the  new  Federal  regulation  govern- 
ing the  interpretation  of  the  Brucellosis  test. 

"(e)  The  State  Veternarian  is  authorized  to  issue  a  written  permit  for 
the  exhibition  of  unbred  officially  calfhood  vaccinated  heifers  18  months 
of  age  or  under  that  originate  directly  from  either  a  brucillosis  certified 
herd  or  a  brucillosis-free  herd  that  has  been  tested  and  negative  within 
12  months.  The  above  vaccinated  cattle  may  be  exhibited  either  with  or 
without  a  blood  test.  The  permits  are  issued  at  the  request  of  the  Exhibitors. 

"TUBERCULOSIS— Cattle  may  be  exhibited  at  the  North  Carolina  State 
Fair  provided  they  are  identified  as  originating  in:  (a)  Tuberculosis-free 
accredited  herds;  or  (b)  qualified  negative  herds  from  modified  accredited 
tuberculosis-free  areas.  If  such  herds  have  not  passed  a  negative  tuberculin 
test  within  twelve   (12)  months  prior  to  entry,  the  cattle  from  these  herds 
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to  be  exhibited  in  the  state  shall  be  tuberculin  tested  within  thirty    (30) 
days  prior  to  entry. 

"The  health  status  of  the  herds  of  origin,  and  the  individuals  exhibited 
that  originate  in  North  Carolina  and  those  that  originate  in  other  states 
are  the  same." 

Swine 

"All  swine  exhibited  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate 
issued  by  a  qualified  veterinarian  and  approved  by  the  State  Veterinarian, 
certifying  that  such  swine  are  free  from  any  symptoms  of  a  contagious  or 
infectious  disease;  that  they  are  from  premises  where  no  known  contagious 
or  infectious  disease  of  swine  exists;  and  that  they  have  been  properly  in- 
oculated with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  alone  not  more  than  fifteen  (15)  days, 
or  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  and  virus  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days,  or 
with  crystal  violet  or  tissue  vaccine  not  less  than  twenty-one  (21)  days  nor 
more  than  six  (6)  months  prior  to  the  opening  date  of  the  fair." 

Sheep 

"All  sheep  entered  must  be  in  apparently  healthy  condition.  The  owner 
must  certify  that  they  are  from  premises  where  no  known  contagious  or 
infectious  disease  of  sheep  exists.  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject  an  entry 
or  to  remove  same  after  entered  should  the  State  Veterinarian  find  the 
animal  affected  with  a  communicable  or  parasitic  disease." 

Exhibits  and   Exhibitors 

The  Fair  management  will  use  diligence  to  insure  the  safety  of  livestock 
entered  for  exhibition  or  display,  but  under  no  circumstances  will  it  be  re- 
sponsible for  loss,  injury,  theft  or  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  wind,  or  any 
other  agency,  to  such  livestock  on  exhibition  or  display. 

All  livestock  on  exhibition  must  be  cared  for  by  the  exhibitor  (with  excep- 
tion noted  in  headnotes  of  Junior  Dairy  Cattle  show).  All  stalls  and  pens 
will  be  well  bedded  by  the  Fair,  free  of  charge.  Thereafter,  exhibitors  will 
be  required  to  furnish  their  own  bedding.  Feed,  forage  and  straw  will  be 
on  sale  at  the  Fairgrounds  at  reasonable  prices. 

The  Fair  reserves  the  right  to  discriminate  against  both  excessive  obes- 
ity, which  cannot  be  a  profitable  condition  for  breeding  animals,  and  ex- 
cessive leanness,  in  which  condition  animals  are  unfit  for  exhibition. 

No  barren  animals  will  be  eligible  in  breeding  classes.  An  affidavit  that 
an  animal  is  a  breeder  must  be  furnished  on  request. 

All  cattle  must  be  halter-broken.  No  dairy  bull  over  one  year  of  age  will 
be  allowed  on  the  grounds  without  a  ring  in  his  nose  and  must  not  be  led 
from  his  stall  except  by  a  staff,  rope  or  chain  attached  to  or  leading 
through  the  ring.  Boars  over  one  year  of  age  must  have  had  their  tusks 
removed. 

Exhibitors  must  keep  their  animals  uncovered  between  the  hours  of  9:00 
a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  each  day  of  the  Fair.  Premium  money  will  be  withheld 
from  exhibitors  violating  this  rule,  except  in  case  of  sickness  of  animals  or 
inclement  weather,  and  then  only  on  authorization  of  the  Superintendent. 
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A  great  educational  feature  of  the  Fair  is  the  exhibitions  and  parades  of 
approved  livestock  by  breeds  and  ages.  Exhibitors  refusing  for  any  cause 
not  meeting  with  the  approval  of  the  management  to  lead  out  animals  for 
parade  will  not  only  forfeit  all  premiums  won,  but  will  be  barred  from 
further  participation  in  the  Fair,  and  will  be  required  to  remove  their 
stock  from  the  Fairgrounds  within  six  hours  after  such  refusal,  and  will 
forfeit  all  fees  paid. 

Misrepresentation  as  to  breeding  and  irregularity  in  showing  will  be 
exposed  and  any  premium  won  by  such  exhibitor  will  be  withheld.  Certifi- 
cates of  registration  must  be  shown  on  demand  of  the  Livestock  Superin- 
tendent. £ 

Any  artificial  means  of  removing  or  remedying  physical  defects  or  con-  J> 

formation  in  exhibition  animals,  such  as  lifting  or  filling  under  the  skin,  t/» 

will  be  considered  fraud  and  deception.  All  animals  giving  evidence  of  such  q 

treatment  will  be  barred  from   exhibition   at  this   Fair,   and   at  all   Fairs  O 


holding  membership  in  the  International  Association  of  Fairs  and  Expo- 
sitions. 

Exhibitors  must  keep  the  space  in  the  rear  of  their  stalls  or  pens,  and 
the  alleyways  in  the  exhibition  halls,  clear  and  clean.  All  litter  must  be 
thrown  where  directed  by  the  Superintendent  or  Directors. 

Animals  must  be  transported  to  and  from  the  Fairgrounds  at  the  expense 
of  the  exhibitor.  The  Fair  management  will  not  pay  any  charges  for  ex- 
press, freight  or  drayage.  To  avoid  switching  charges  and  delay,  rail 
shipments  should  be  billed  as  follows:  "For  Exhibit,  N.  C.  State  Fair, 
Camp  Polk,  N.  C.  c/o  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railroad."  Shipments  via  express 
or  motor  transport  should  be  addressed  to  the  exhibitor,  or  to:  Livestock 
Superintendent,  N.   C.   State   Fair,   Raleigh,  N.   C. 

Exhibitors  are  responsible  for  ascertaining  when  their  stock  will  be 
judged.  Animals  must  be  in  the  show  ring  promptly  after  being  called. 
Exhibitors  failing  to  comply  with  this  rule  may  have  their  animals  excluded 
from  competition. 

Judges  and  Awards 

NO  EXHIBITOR  MAY  RECEIVE  MORE  THAN  TWO  PREMIUM 
MONEYS  IN  ANY  ONE  CLASS.  However,  ribbons  will  be  awarded 
exactly  as  the  animals  are  placed  by  the  judge.  EXAMPLE :  An  exhibitor 
makes  three  entries  in  a  class,  and  his  animals  place  "First,"  "Second" 
and  "Third."  He  would  receive  only  the  first  and  second  premium  moneys, 
but  all  three  ribbons.  Then,  the  owner  of  the  animal  placing  "Fourth" 
would  receive  the  third-place  premium  money  and  the  fourth-place  ribbon; 
and  so  on  down  the  line. 

The  decision  of  the  judges  will  be  final,  and  no  appeal  will  be  considered 
except  in  case  of  protest.  The  rules  of  the  International  Association  of 
Fairs  and  Expositions  govern  appeals  at  the  North  Carolina  State  Fair. 
Protests  must  be  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  General  Livestock  Super- 
intendent by  noon  of  the  day  following  the  award,  accompanied  by  a  protest 
fee  of  $5.00  which  will  be  retained  by  the  Fair  if  the  protest  is  not  sus- 
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tained  by  an  impartial  Protest  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Live- 
stock   Superintendent. 

No  unworthy  animal  will  be  awarded  a  premium.  Where  there  are  fewer 
animals  shown  in  the  class  than  the  number  of  premiums  offered,  the  judge 
may,  at  his  discretion,  award  a  prize  or  prizes  of  such  grade  as  the  animal 
or  animals  deserve. 

Where  there  is  only  one  entry  in  a  class,  second  premium  will  be  award- 
ed unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  judge  the  animal  is  sufficiently  meritorious 
as  to  justify  the  full  award  as  provided  for. 

Herdsmen's  Contests 

Special  prizes  will  be  awarded  in  contests  for  herdsmen,  shepherds  and 
caretakers  of  animals  in  all  livestock  departments.  All  herdsmen  will  auto- 
matically be  considered  entrants  and  no  special  entry  is  required. 

The  contests  will  start  Tuesday,  October  13,  1959,  at  9:00  a.m.  and  will 
continue  through  Saturday,  October  17,  1959,  at  4:00  p.m.  at  which  time 
the  winners  will  be  announced.

COMPETITION:  Senior  Classes  "OPEN  TO  THE  WORLD";  Junior  Show  for  North 
Carolina  boys  and  girls  under  21  years  of  age,  except  boys  and  girls  who 
entered  college  prior  to  September  1,  1959,  are  not  eligible  to  show  in  Junior 
Shows.  The  first  three  placed  animals  in  each  Junior  Show  class  also  eligible 
for  "Senior  'Open'  Show."  No  exhibitor  may  show  more  than  two  animals  in 
the  Junior  Dairy  Show.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Except  in  cases  of  conflict,  in  which  case  the  following  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations will  prevail,  the  General  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Livestock 
Division  and  the  General  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Fair,  will  govern 
this  department.  BE  SURE  TO  READ  BOTH  BEFORE  ENTERING  OR 
COMPETING  IN  THIS  DEPARTMENT.  Some— but  not  all— are  repeated 
herewith  for  emphasis,  and  others  of  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations 
apply  only  to  this  department. 

MAKE  YOUR  ENTRIES  EARLY!  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject  entries 
received  after  all  available  space  is  taken. 

Official  printed  forms  must  be  used  in  making  applications  for  entry.  One 
will  be  found  in  the  back  of  this  book.  Additional  copies  are  available  upon 
request.  Use  separate  forms  for  entries  in  other  departments.  Be  sure  to 
fill  in  the  application  form  completely,  accurately  and  legibly.  Give  your 
rural  route  number,  post  office  number,  or  city  street  address. 

Indicate  on  the  form  the  total  number  of  animals  you  will  exhibit,  in- 
cluding nurse  cows,  and  the  total  number  of  stall  spaces  (four  feet  wide) 
you  will  require,  including  those  required  for  gear,  feed  and  bedding.  For 
entries  in  the  senior  classes,  payment  of  $2.00  fee  for  each  stall  space  re- 
quested must  accompany  your  application.  No  fee  is  required  for  entries 
exclusively  in  the  Junior  Show  provided  they  are  tied  in  the  section  set 
aside  exclusively  for  juniors.  The  first  three  placed  animals  in  each  Junior 
class  are  eligible  to  compete  in  the  Senior  Show  without  payment  of  a  fee. 

List  the  class  number,  as  indicated  in  the  premium  list,  for  which  each 
entry  is  made.  Do  not  make  entries  in  the  Championship  classes.  Indicate 
if  you  plan  to  make  entries  in  the  group  and/or  herd  classes,  but  it  is  not 
necessary  to  name  the  animals  which  make  up  your  group  or  herd  entries 
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until  after  the  judging  of  the  individual  classes.  Entries  in  the  group  and 
herd  classes  must  have  previously  been  exhibited  in  the  individual  classes. 

List,  also,  on  the  application  form  the  name  and  registry  number  of 
each  animal  entered,  its  date  of  birth,  its  sex,  the  names  and  registry 
numbers  of  its  sire  and  dam,  and  the  name  of  the  breeder.  Bring  your 
registration  certificates  to  the  Fair;  they  must  be  shown  if  requested  by 
the  Superintendent. 

All  animals  over  six  months  of  age  must  be  registered  with  their  respec- 
tive breed  association  in  the  name  of  the  bona  fide  owner,  except  that  in 
the  "Get-of-Sire"  and  "Produce  of  Dam"  classes  progeny  of  bull  or  cow 
may  be  shown  by  one  or  more  exhibitors.  Exhibitors  in  the  Junior  show- 
must  have  owned  the  animal  prior  to  August  1,  1959. 

In  breeding  classes,  to  be  eligible  to  show,  all  cows  42  months  of  age  or 
older  must  have  produced  a  calf  carried  to  maturity  within  the  last  18 
months  prior  to  the  opening  date  of  the  Fair.  Every  bull  36  months  of  age 
or  older  must  have  had  dropped  to  his  service  during  the  last  12  months 
prior  to  the  opening  date  of  the  Fair  a  living  calf.  In  case  the'  exhibitor, 
upon  demand  of  the  superintendent,  cannot  verify  by  affidavit  or  registra- 
tion certificate  the  facts  of  the  above  requirement,  the  animal  will  be  ex- 
cluded from   competition. 

In  making  awards  in  the  breeding  classes,  the  judge  will  lay  much  stress 
on  the  evidence  of  superior  breeding  qualities.  When  animals  show  evidence 
of  being  "overdone"  (overloaded  with  flesh)  they  will  be  discriminated 
against  accordingly.

MILKING  PARLOR 

A  modern  milking  parlor  with  trained  operators  is  available  for  exhib- 
itors with  lactating  cows.  This  facility,  initially  sponsored  and  constructed 
by  the  North  Carolina  Purebred  Dairy  Cattle  Association  and  the  N.  C. 
State  Fair,  is  an  outstanding  facility  for  presenting  to  the  milk  consuming 
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public  the  story  of  the  production  of  clean,  wholesome  milk.  The  impressions 
formed  by  people  are  very  important  in  their  decisions  to  drink  milk  and 
these  impressions  are  not  good  when  they  see  cows  milked  in  dirty  feed 
pails  in  the  barn.  Thus,  exhibitors  are  urged  and  expected  to  cooperate  in 
using  the  milking  parlor  during  the  fair.  The  net  returns  from  the  sale  of 
milk  produced  in  the  parlor  is  used  for  the  N.  C.  Purebred  Dairy  Cattle 
Scholarship  in  Dairy  Husbandry. 

Age  and  Group  Classifications 

Base  dates  for  computing  ages  of  dairy  cattle  are  July  1  and  January  1. 

BULL  CALF— Over  four  (4)   months,  dropped  after  June  30,  1958. 

JUNIOR  YEARLING  BULL— Dropped  between  Jan.  1  and  June  30,  1958. 

SENIOR  YEARLING  BULL— Dropped  between  July  1,  and  Dec.  31,  1957. 

TWO-YEAR-OLD  BULL— Drapped  between  July  1,  1956  and  June  30,  1957. 

BULL,  THREE  YEARS  AND  OVER— Dropped  before  July  1,  1956. 

COW  IN  MILK,  ANY  AGE— To  be  judged  on  udder  alone  (It  is  recom- 
mended that  cows  in  this  class  be  milked  out  after  judge  has  observed 
udder  distended).  In  such  case  the  milking  must  be  done  by  an  attend- 
ant dressed  in  clean  attire,  furnished  by  the  fair.  The  cow's  udder 
must  be  washed  and  dried.  The  utensil  should  be  a  clean  hooded  pail, 
or  a  clean  portable  milking  machine,  with  the  Judge's  permission  the 
cows  may  be  milked  out  in  the  milking  parlor.  Failure  to  comply  will 
be  reason  for  disqualification.) 

JUNIOR  HEIFER  CALF— Dropped  between  January  1,  and  April  30,  1959. 

SENIOR  HEIFER  CALF— Dropped  between  July  1  and  December  31,  1958. 

JUNIOR  YEARLING  HEIFER— Dropped  between  Jan.  1  and  June  30, 
1958.  (Yearling  females  in  milk  must  be  shown  as  2-year-olds). 

SENIOR  YEARLING  HEIFER— Dropped  between  July  1  and  Dec.  31, 
1957.   (Yearling  females  in  milk  must  be  shown  as  2-year-olds). 

JUNIOR  GET-OF-SIRE— To  consist  of  four  (4)  animals,  under  2  years  of 
age,  none  of  which  have  freshened;  either  sex;  the  get  of  one  sire;  not 
more  than  two  (2)  to  be  bulls;  sire  must  be  named;  each  exhibitor 
limited  to  one  entry  sired  by  the  same  bull. 

HEIFER,  2  YEARS  OLD— Dropped  between  July  1,  1956  and  June  30,  1957. 

COW,  3  YEARS  OLD— Dropped  between  July  1,  1955  and  June  30,  1956. 

COW,  4  YEARS  OLD — Dropped  between  July  1,  1954  and  June  30,  1955. 

COW,  5  YEARS  OLD  OR  OVER— Dropped  before  July  1,  1954. 

DAIRY  HERD — To  consist  of  four  (4)  cows  that  have  freshened,  all  to  be 
owned  by  one  exhibitor;  each  exhibitor  limited  to  one  entry. 
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BEST  THREE  FEMALES— Any  age;  all  bred  and  owned  by  exhibitor; 
each  exhibitor  limited  to  one  entry. 

GET-OF-SIRE  (Senior) — To  consist  of  four  (4)  animals;  either  sex;  the 
get  of  one  sire;  at  least  one  to  be  two  (2)  years  old  or  older;  not  more 
than  two  (2)  to  be  bulls;  sire  to  be  named;  each  exhibitor  limited  to 
one  entry  sired  by  the  same  bull. 

PRODUCE  OF  DAM— To  consist  of  two  (2)  animals;  any  age;  either  sex; 
the  produce  of  one  cow;  the  dam  must  be  named;  each  exhibitor  limited 
to  one  entry  from  the  same  dam. 

PREMIER  EXHIBITOR— The  exhibitor  winning  the  most  money  on  not  to 
exceed  ten  animals  owned  and  exhibited  by  himself  in  the  open  single 
classes,  not  including  the  best  udder  cow  class. 

PREMIER  BREEDER— The  breeder  of  not  to  exceed  ten  animals  winning 
the  most  money  in  open  single  classes,  not  including  the  best  udder 
cow  class  and  including  animals  bred  by  him  but  exhibited  by  others. 

CHAMPIONS — "Senior"  designates  cattle  two  years  old  or  older;  "junior" 
under  2  years  of  age.  Only  first  place  winners  in  individual  classes  may 
compete  for  championships;  only  Champion  winners  may  compete  for 
grand  championships.

A.  Scholarship   Donors. 

A  $100.00  scholarship  will  be  awarded  at  the  beginning  of  each  fall 
semester  by  the  North  Carolina  Purebred  Dairy  Cattle  Association  from 
income  received  from  the  sale  of  milk  from  the  Milking  Parlor  at  the 
N.  C.  State  Fair. 

B.  Selecting  The   Recipient. 

Any  student  in  the  School  of  Agriculture  or  Vocational  Education  work- 
ing for  a  position  on  the  Collegiate  Dairy  Cattle  Judging  Team  will  be 
eligible  providing  he  has  at  least  a  2.5  quality  point  scholastic  average  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Fall  semester  at  which  time  the  award  is  to  be  made. 

The  award  will  be  made  to  the  student  who  has  taken  the  beginning- 
course  in  Dairy  Cattle  Judging  (A.  I.  305.  Judging  and  Selection — Dairy 
Cattle)  and  the  advanced  course  in  Dairy  Cattle  Judging  (A.  I.  306.  Ad- 
vanced Judging  and  Selection — Dairy  Cattle),  and  has  attained  the  high- 
est grade  average  in  both  placing  classes  of  cattle  and  in  giving  oral  reasons 
on  the  classes  during  the  semester  he  is  taking  the  advanced  course  (A.  I. 
306). 

In  the  event  a  student  wishes  to  repeat  the  advanced  course  (A.  I.  306) 
an  official  audit  will  be  acceptable.  Whether  taking  the  course  for  the 
first  time  for  credit  or  as  an  official  audit,  a  student  must  attend  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  class  hours  to  place  a  minimum  of  909c  of  all  the  cattle 
classes. 

The  selection  will  be  made  each  year  by  the  instructor  of  the  course 
(A.  I.  306.)  and  approved  by  the  head  of  the  Dairy  Husbandry  Section  of 
the  Animal  Industry  Department.

Some— but  not  all— are  repeated 
herewith  for  emphasis,  and  others  of  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations 
apply  only  to  this   department. 

MAKE  YOUR  ENTRIES  EARLY!  The  right  is  reserved  and  will  be 
used   to   reject  entries   received   after   all   available   space   is   taken,   even

though  this  time  occurs  before  date  of  closing  of  entries.  ^ 

Official  printed  forms  must  be  used  in  making  applications  for  entry. 
One  will  be  found  in  the  back  of  this  book.  Additional  copies  are  available 
upon  request.  Use  separate  forms  for  entries  in  other  departments.  Be 
sure  to  fill  in  the  application  form  completely,  accurately  and  legibly.  Give 
your  rural  route  number,  post  office  box  number,  or  city  street  address,  and 
county. 

Indicate  on  the  form  the  total  number  of  animals  you  will  exhibit,  and  the 
number  of  pens  you  will  require.  For  entries  in  the  senior  classes,  payment 
of  a  $1.00  fee  for  each  pen  required  must  accompany  your  application.

Aged  herd  shall  consist  of  one  boar  and  three  sows  (from  mature,  senior 
yearling  and  junior  yearling  classes),  farrowed  before  August  1,  1958,  and 
all  owned  by  exhibitor. 

Young  herd  shall  consist  of  one  boar  and  three  sows  (from  senior  pig, 
senior  spring  pig  and  junior  spring  pig  classes),  farrowed  after  August  1, 
1958,  all  owned  by  exhibitor.

All  birds  exhibited  must  be  banded. 

A  coop  fee  of  25c  for  each  bird  to  be  exhibited  MUST  ACCOMPANY 
YOUR  APPLICATION  FORM.  Space  cannot  be  reserved  until  receipt  of 
this  coop  fee,  and,  remember:  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject  entries  after 
all  available  space  is  taken. 

All  birds  must  be  entered  in  the  name  of  the  bona  fide  owner,  who  must 
have  owned  the  birds  for  at  least  60  days  before  the  closing  date  for  entries 
(October  5,  1959).  No  carload  or  professional  string-man  exhibit  will  be 
allowed  to  compete,  except  those  who  are  owners  and  breeders  of  the  birds 
they  exhibit,  and  maintain  a  breeding  establishment  sufficient  to  raise  the 
birds  so  exhibited. 

Fowl  may  be  shipped  or  brought  to  the  Fairgrounds.  Shipments  MUST 
BE  PREPAID  and  should  be  addressed  to:  POULTRY  DEPARTMENT, 
N.  C.  STATE  FAIR,  RALEIGH,  N.  C.  Each  shipping  coop  should  be  plainly 
marked  with:  (1)  The  name  and  return  address  of  the  owner;  (2)  the  breed, 
variety  and  number  of  birds  in  each  coop;  (3)  the  leg  band  number  of  each 
bird  in  the  coop  (WHICH  MUST  CORRESPOND  WITH  THE  NUMBERS 
LISTED  ON  THE  ENTRY  FORM). 

Shipping  instructions  for  return  of  birds  to  owner,  or  re-shipment,  should 
be  given  on  the  entry  form  and/or  in  a  separate  letter  to:  Director,  Poultry 
Department,  N.  C.  State  Fair,  P.  0.  Box  5565,  Raleigh.  Return  shipments, 
or  re-shipments  will  be  made  with  transportation  charges  COLLECT. 
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All  birds  are  entered  at  the  risk  of  the  owner,  and  the  State  Fair  manage- 
ment will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage,  but  will  exercise  all 
possible  vigilance  in  the  care  of  exhibits.  No  one  will  be  allowed  to  handle 
fowl  on  display  except  the  owners  and  officials  of  the  show,  without  per- 
mission of  the  directors.  The  right  is  reserved  to  coop  two  or  more  birds  of 
the  same  variety,  and  belonging  to  the  same  person,  together  if  absolutely 
necessary.     In  no  case  will  two  male  birds  be  placed  in  the  same  coop. 

The  American  Standard  of  Perfection  (revised  edition)  will  be  the  guide 
of  the  judges  in  awarding  premiums.  The  premiums  will  be  paid  only  on 
standard  varieties  listed  in  this  catalog,  and  then  only  to  worthy  specimens. 
To  win  first  premium,  a  bird  must  score  at  least  88  points;  for  second  pre- 
mium, 87  points.  For  less  than  87  points,  third  and  fourth  prizes  will  be 
awarded. 

The  decision  of  the  judges  will  be  final.  Protest  will  be  entertained  only 
when  addressed  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poultry  Division  by  noon  of 
the  day  following  the  award,  and  then  only  when  accompanied  by  a  protest 
fee  of  $5.00.  This  fee  will  be  forfeited  unless  protest  is  sustained  by  a 
majority  of  the  judging  staff  and  officials  of  the  show. 

After  the  judging,  the  management  will  endeavor  to  place  on  the  coops 
any  advertising  material  supplied  by  the  exhibitor  for  his  coop.

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HEALTH   REGULATIONS 

The  health  regulations  of  the  Veterinary  Division  of  the  N.  C.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  will  be  enforced.     They  are: 

"All  poultry  exhibited  at  the  North  Carolina  State  Fair  shall  have  been 
owned  by  the  exhibitor  for  sixty  (60)  days  or  more.  Exhibitors  will  execute 
the  'Poultry  Exhibitor  Certificate'  in  the  back  of  this  book,  certifying  that 
the  birds  are  free  from  symptoms  of  infectious  or  communicable  diseases. 

"Birds  exhibited  shall  be  vaccinated  with  the  killed  virus  or  Bi  live 
virus  Newcastle  vaccine.  The  killed  virus  Newcastle  vaccine  shall  have  been 
administered  no  less  than  twenty  one  (21)  days  nor  more  than  six  (6) 
months  before  the  opening  date  of  the  Fair.  The  Bt  live  virus  Newcastle  vac- 
cine shall  have  been  administered  no  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  nor  more 
than  six  (6)  months  before  the  opening  date  of  the  Fair. 

"All  birds  will  be  presented  for  examination  before  being  placed  in  the 
show.  The  Show  Veterinarian  will  not  accept  birds  infected  with  or  showing 
any  clinical  symptoms  of  an  infectious  or  communicable  disease.  Birds  de- 
veloping symptoms  of  infectious  or  communicable  diseases  during  the  show 
will  be  placed  in  isolation. 

"Birds  exhibited  shall  not  be  sold  unless  they  are  identified  as  originating 
in  pullorum  passed  flock  or  the  individual  sold  negative  to  a  pullorum  test 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  date  of  sale."

Cock:    Male  bird,  one  year  old  or  over. 
Hen:    Female  bird,  one  year  old  or  over. 
Cockerel:    Male  bird,  less  than  one  year  old.

for  non-premium  winners.  If  an  exhibitor  desires  to  return  any  or  all  of  his 
entries  to  his  flock,  assistance  will  be  given  by  the  Veterinary  Division  of 
the  N.  C.  Department  of  Agriculture  in  vaccination  and  other  health  pre- 
cautions. Exhibitors  must  advise  the  Class  Director  of  their  intention  in  this 
matter — whether  to  sell  or  reclaim  birds — not  later  than  6:00  p.m.  on 
Thursday,  October  15,  1959.

MENT. Some — but  not  all — are  repeated  herewith  for  emphasis,  and 
others  of  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations  apply  only  to  this  department. 
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MAKE  YOUR  ENTRIES  EARLY !    The  right  is  reserved  to  reject  entries  Z 

after  all  available  space  is  taken. 

Official  printed  forms  must  be  used  in  making  applications  for  entry.  One 
will  be  found  in  the  back  of  this  book.  Additional  copies  are  available  upon 
request.  Use  separate  forms  for  entries  in  other  departments  of  the  Fair. 
Be  sure  to  fill  out  the  application  form  completely,  accurately  and  legibly. 
Give  your  rural  route  number,  post  office  number,  or  city  street  address. 

In  filling  out  the  form,  write  "Pigeons"  or  the  department  letter  "Q"  in  the 
first  column  headed:  "Department."  In  the  next  column  headed:  "Class 
No."  write  the  number  indicated  in  the  premium  list  for  the  breed.  In  the 
third  column,  headed  "Premium  List  No."  write  the  number  shown  for  the 
age  and  sex  of  the  color  you  are  exhibiting.    EXAMPLE :  If  you  were  enter- 
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ing  an  old  hen,  Dark  Bronze,  Archangel  pigeon,  you  would  write  the  "Class 
No."  as  "1"  and  the  "Premium  List  No."  as  "6."     (SEE  PREMIUM  LIST.) 

In  the  wide  column  headed:  "Description  of  Article"  write  the  breed  and 
color  of  your  bird  exactly  as  they  appear  in  the  premium  list.  In  the  columns 
on  the  right  enter  the  "Age  and  Sex"  and  "Leg  Band  No."  of  your  bird. 
BE  SURE  TO  ENTER  THIS  EXACTLY  AS  THE  BIRD  WILL  BE 
BANDED  WHEN  SHIPPED  OR  BROUGHT  TO  THE  FAIR.  All  birds 
must  be  banded.  Old  birds  may  be  seamless  or  open  banded.  All  young 
birds  must  be  1958  seamless  banded  correctly.  Bands  of  any  reputable 
banding  organization  will  be  recognized. 

IMPORTANT!  List  only  one  bird  on  each  line  of  the  application  form. 
If  additional  forms  are  required  they  will  be  supplied  upon  request. 

A  coop  fee  of  25  cents  for  each  bird  to  be  exhibited  MUST  ACCOMPANY 
YOUR  APPLICATION  FORM.  Space  cannot  be  reserved  until  receipt  of 
this  coop  fee,  and  remember:  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject  entries  after 
all  available  cooping  space  is  taken. 

All  birds  must  be  entered  in  the  name  of  the  bona  fide  owner,  who  must 
have  owned  the  birds  for  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  closing  date  for  entries 
(October  5,  1959).  No  carload  or  professional  string-man  exhibitors  will  be 
allowed  to  compete;  only  those  who  are  owners  and  breeders  of  the  birds 
they  exhibit,  and  maintain  a  breeding  establishment  sufficient  to  raise  the 
birds  so  exhibited. 

Birds  may  be  shipped  or  brought  to  the  Fairgrounds.  Shipments  MUST 
BE  PREPAID  and  should  be  addressed  to  PIGEON  DEPARTMENT,  N.  C. 
STATE  FAIR,  RALEIGH,  N.  C.  Each  shipping  coop  should  be  plainly 
marked  with:  (1)  The  name  and  return  address  of  the  owner;  (2)  the 
breed,  color  and  number  of  birds  in  each  coop;  (3)  the  leg  band  number  of 
each  bird  in  the  coop  (WHICH  MUST  CORRESPOND  WITH  THE  NUM- 
BERS LISTED  ON  THE  ENTRY  FORM). 

Shipping  instructions  for  return  of  birds  to  owner,  or  re-shipment,  should 
be  given  on  the  entry  form  and/or  in  a  separate  letter  to:  Director,  Pigeon 
Department,  N.  C.  State  Fair,  P.  O.  Box  5565,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  Return  ship- 
ments, or  re-shipments  will  be  made  with  transportation  charges  COLLECT. 

All  birds  are  entered  at  the  risk  of  the  owner,  and  the  State  Fair  manage- 
ment will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage,  but  will  exercise  all 
possible  vigilance  in  the  care  of  exhibits.  No  one  will  be  allowed  to  handle 
birds  on  display  except  the  owners  and  officials  of  the  show,  without  permis- 
sion of  the  director.  The  right  is  reserved  to  coop  two  or  more  birds  of  the 
same  breed,  and  belonging  to  the  same  person,  together  if  absolutely  neces- 
sary.    In  no  case  will  two  male  birds  be  placed  in  the  same  coop. 

All  birds,  of  all  breeds,  will  be  judged  by  comparison.  The  right  is  re- 
served for  judge  to  disqualify  unworthy  specimens.  All  birds  must  be 
shown  in  their  natural  condition.  The  decision  of  the  judge  will  be  final. 
Protest  will  be  entertained  only  when  addressed  to  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Poultry  Division  by  noon  of  the  day  following  the  award,  and  then  only 
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when  accompanied  by  a  protest  fee  of  $5.00.  This  fee  will  be  forfeited  unless 
protest  is  sustained  by  a  Protest  Committee  appointed  by  the  Division 
Superintendent. 

Exhibitors  and  their  agents  will  not  be  permitted  to  converse,  or  otherwise 
interfere  with  the  judge  while  the  awards  are  being  made.  Failure  to  con- 
form to  this,  and  other  rules  of  the  Department  will  exclude  the  exhibitor 
from  the  show,  and  all  premiums  previously  won  will  be  forfeited. 

After  the  judging  the  management  will  endeavor  to  place  on  the  coops 
any  advertising  material  supplied  by  the  exhibitor  for  his  coop.

Texture — Tender,  yet  not  overcooked,  only  young  and  tender  vegetables 
should  be  canned. 

Flavor — The  natural  flavor  should  be  preserved  as  much  as  possible. 
In  canning  fruits,  too  much  sugar  should  not  be  used. 

Ripeness — Uniformly  well-ripened  products;  no  defective  or  over-ripe 
fruits  or  vegetables.

1.  The  contest  is  open  to  persons  of  any  age.  Articles  entered  are  judged 
for  workmanship,  appearance,  originality,  suitability  of  fabric  and 
pattern.  All  items  must  be  made  entirely  of  cotton  bags  except  for 
trimmings. 

2.  Articles  entered  must  have  been  made  after  January  1,  1959.  The  same 
items  may  not  be  entered  at  more  than  one  participating  fair. 

3.  The  first  place  winner  shall  be  the  contestant  receiving  the  greatest 
number  of  first  place  ribbons.  In  the  event  of  a  tie,  the  winner  shall  be 
the  tying  contestant  with  the  greatest  number  of  second  place  ribbons; 
should  a  tie  still  exist,  she  shall  be  the  tying  contestant  with  the  great- 
est number  of  third  place  ribbons. 

4.  No  former  sewing  machine  winner  may  win  a  sewing  machine  at  any 
participating  fair.  In  the  event  such  a  winner  places  first,  she  may  enter 
the  national  finals.  The  sewing  machine  then  shall  be  awarded  to  the 
highest  eligible   runner-up. 

5.  All  contestants  are  subject  to  regulations  of  the  Women's  Department 
of  the  fair  entered.  Decisions  of  the  fair  judges,  not  in  conflict  with 
general  rules,  shall  be  final. 

6.  Each  first  place  fair  winner  may  submit  her  entry  in  the  national  finals 
where  all  her  items  will  be  displayed  and  judged  as  a  unit.  No  former 
national  winner  may  compete  in  the  finals.  Entries  in  finals  are  insured 
by  contest  sponsors.

In  the  series  of  agribusiness  exhibits  around  which  the  annual  "theme" 
or  featured  display  is  built,  an  important  agricultural  crop  of  the  state  is 
selected  each  year.  The  growers,  breeders,  processors,  suppliers,  distributors 
and  marketing  agencies  involved  in  this  industry  cooperate  in  building  a 
series  of  exhibits  and  displays  which  tell  the  entire  story  of  the  product 
from  the  growing  processes  to  the  end  product  as  sold  to  the  ultimate  con- 
sumer. 

North  Carolina  State  Fair  has  featured  in  its  theme  series  over  the  past 
years  such  farm  products  as  tobacco,  cotton,  dairying,  general  field  crops, 
food  meats  and  poultry. 

The  1959  Agribusiness  Theme  Exhibits  are  shown  under  the  joint  spon- 
sorship of  the  North  Carolina  Nurserymen's  Association  and  the  North 
Carolina  Association  of  Commercial  Flower  Growers.  Glen  Gilmore  of 
Julian  and  Jerry  Rusby  of  Charlotte  are  joint  chairmen  of  the  exhibit 
committee  representing  over  200  nurserymen  and  flower  growers  who  are 
participating  in  the  presentation  of  these  spectacular  and  colorful  displays. 

Attention  of  the  fairgoer  is  especially  called  to  the  plantings  of  shrubs 
and  trees  to  the  east,  south  and  west  of  the  Arena.  This  planting  was  com- 
pleted earlier  this  year.  It  includes  nearly  3,000  plants,  valued  at  $16,000, 
which  were  presented  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  recognition  of  the 
fine  services  State  Fair  has  rendered  to  the  state's  nurserymen. 

The  landscaping  of  this  area  was  suggested  by  Prof.  J.  B.  Gartner  of  the 
State  College  School  of  Horticulture  to  complement  and  beautify  the 
approaches  to  the  Arena  Building  and  focus  the  attention  of  the  visitor 
and  the  general  traveler  along  US  Highway  One  on  this  famous  structure, 
which  has  been  cited  as  "The  most  important  big  building"  to  be  erected 
in  the  United  States  in  recent  years.  The  design  is  by  Godwin  and  Bell, 
landscape  architects  of  Raleigh    (see  opposite  page).

Associated  with  Mr.  Harrill  are  the  staff  at  State  College  Extension 
Services  and  the  District  and  County  Leaders  from  throughout  the  state. 
Assisting  will  be  representatives  of  the  161,264  presently  active  members 
of  4-H  and  a  very  substantial  number  of  the  over  1,500,000  men  and 
women  of  North  Carolina  who  have  been  members  of  4-H  since  its  orig- 
ination in  this  state  in  1909. 

This  special  recognition  of  the  Golden  Anniversary  of  4-H  is  designed 
to  show  how  its  varied  activity  has  influenced  our  economy,  and  our  social, 
political,  educational,  governmental,  and  religious  life.  Into  each  of  the  28 
departments  of  our  Fair  will  be  woven  a  story  of  a  part  played  by  4-H 
youth,  whether  it  be  in  livestock,  field  crops,  the  arts,  education,  home- 
making,  industry,  commerce,  horticulture,  entertainment  or  one  of  the 
professions,  whose  exhibits  make  up  the  Fair. 

Since  its  founding,  North  Carolina  has  carried  the  banner  in  the  national 
and  international  procession  of  4-Hers,  and  today  it  is  still  the  leader  in 
membership  and  accomplishment  of  all  50  states.  That  you  may  know 
more  of  the  progressive  role  played  by  Tarheelia  in  youth  training,  a  brief 
history  of  the  work  in  our  state  follows: 


Great  Oaks  .  .  . 


From  Little  Acorns   Grow 

The  planting  of  an  idea,  even  as  a  seed,  may  be  of  little  moment  at  the 
instant  of  the  planting.  Yet,  an  idea  planted  in  1909  at  Ahoskie,  Hertford 
County,  North  Carolina,  by  a  small  group  has  become  one  of  the  great 
youth  movements  of  the  nited  States. 

Twelve  boys,  under  the  direction  of  I.  O.  Schaub,  then  state  agent  for  the 
Boys  Corn  Club  of  North  Carolina,  and  T.  E.  Browne,  the  county  agent  of 
Hertford  County,  formed  a  corn  club.  A  few  weeks  later,  North  Carolina 
State  College  signed  a  memorandum  of  understanding  for  the  conduct  of 
cooperative  demonstration  work  among  rural  youth  with  the  United  States 
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Department  of  Agriculture's  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  This  memorandum 
called  for  employment  of  an  expert  to  conduct  this  program  of  demonstra- 
tions. Its  object  was  to  improve  agriculture. 

This  agreement  was  the  first  of  its  kind.  Schaub,  employed  first  by  the 
college  in  May,  became  the  first  Federal-State  youth  demonstration  agent 
on  July  1,  1909.  Ahoskie's  club  was  the  first  organized  unit  to  be  incor- 
porated into  this  extension  service.  During  the  following  year  enrollment 
of  boys  and  girls  reached  4,000.  The  program  for  youth  was  formally  made 
a  part  of  a  new  extension  service  created  in  1914,  then  becoming  known  as 
4-H  club  work. 

In  its  earlier  years  various  projects  were  developed  to  extend  4-H.  The 
tomato  clubs  were  organized  under  Mrs.  Jane  S.  McKimmon,  who  had 
joined  forces  with  Mr.  Schaub  on  November  11,  1911,  to  conduct  demon- 
stration work  for  the  girls. 

THE  4-H   EMBLEM 

Mrs.  McKimmon  wrote  SDA  and  explained  the  need  for  a  brand  symbol 
for  the  canning  clubs.  Suggestions  were  requested  from  throughout  the 
country,  and  the  clover  leaf  design  of  the  badge  used  by  the  Iowa  clubs 
was  selected.  However,  0.  B.  Martin,  director  of  club  work  in  the  South 
had  a  fourth  leaf  added  to  the  Iowan  symbol  and  the  four  H's  were  super- 
imposed. The  H's  were  to  represent  Head,  Heart,  Hands  and  Health  .  .  . 
all  trained  in  the  club's  work. 

This  symbol  was  adopted  by  the  clubs  of  the  Southeastern  area  in  1913. 
It  later  became  the  emblem  of  the  other  states  as  well.  In  1926,  the  names 
of  the  Boys  Agricultural  lubs  and  the  Girls  Home  Demonstration  Clubs 
were  officially  changed  to  "4-H  Club". 

EARLY  LEADERS 

From  1909  until  1925  the  work  in  North  Carolina  was  led  by  Mr.  Schaub, 
Mrs.  McKimmon,  T.  E.  Browne,  Maude  Wallace  and  S.  G.  Kirby.  Much  of 
the  foundation  work  of  the  present  program  came  into  being  during  this 
period.  In  1926,  Schaub  became  head  of  the  Extension  Services  of  State 
College  and  L.  R.  Harrill  was  named  state  leader  for  4-H.  His  great  con- 
tribution to  4-H,  both  in  North  Carolina  and  the  nation,  has  made  him  a 
national  figure.  Today,  in  point  of  service  he  has  served  4-H  longer  than 
anyone. 

Great  stress  was  laid  on  project  activities  in  addition  to  scientific  prac- 
tices. The  scope  was  enlarged  to  include  forestry,  home  beautification, 
nutrition,  room  improvement  and  food  conservation.  The  clubs  were  now 
organized  on  a  community  basis  and  they  reached  into  fifty-four  counties 
in  1926. 

Summer  camps  were  held  by  groups  from  25  counties  with  an  attendance 
of  about  2,500.  The  first  4-H  club  short  course  (now  State  4-H  Club  Week) 
was  held  in  1926  at  State  College.  Over  400  boys  and  girls  attended. 

In  1929,  4-H  enrollment  had  reached  26,638  with  981  clubs  in  83  counties. 
Ten  years  later,  in  1939,  the  rolls  listed  49,066  members  in  1,529  clubs  in 
all  100  counties.  There  were  nearly  12,000  volunteer  adult  leaders  working 
with  these  clubs. 

1,500,000  MEMBERS 

Now,  after  fifty  years,  North  Carolina  tops  the  states  of  the  nation  with 
161,264  active  4-Hers  who  completed  165,764  projects  in  1958.  A  few  of 
these  included  10,267  acres  of  corn;    1,387  acres  of  tobacco;    26,398  hogs; 
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over  6,500  dairy  cattle;  and  163,808  chickens  with  a  total  market  value  of 
over  $2,310,000. 

Though  the  records  do  not  accurately  give  the  all-time  individual  enroll- 
ment for  the  fifty  years  of  service  to  rural  youth,  it  is  conservatively  esti- 
mated that  some  1,500,000  boys  and  girls  of  the  state  have  been  affected 
by  its  influence  and  training. 

4-H  has  opened  new  doors  of  opportunity  for  rural  youth  and  broadened 
their  horizons.  Hardly  a  state  office  but  has  been  successfully  filled  by 
someone  with  4-H   training. 

North  Carolina  and  the  nation  can  be  justly  proud  of  the  influence  4-H 
has  exerted  on  the  lives  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  have  participated  in  the 
program  during  the  past  fifty  years.  In  the  group  of  4-H  Alumni  are 
leaders  in  the  field  of  religion,  medicine,  education,  industry,  agriculture 
and   homemaking.

PROMOTES  INTERNATIONAL  UNDERSTANDING 

The  program  of  International  Farm  Youth  Exchange  is  sponsored  in 
North  Carolina  by  the  4-H  clubs.  It  is  a  two-way  road  to  better  relations 
between  nations.  Through  the  IFYE  program  rural  young  people  are 
working  toward  two  objectives  which  guns  and  bombs  have  failed  to 
achieve  ...  a  better  understanding  among  people  of  the  world  and  a 
wholesome,  lasting  peace. 

North  Carolina  has  participated  in  IFYE  since  its  beginning  in  1948.  In 
that  time  31  North  Carolina  youths  have  represented  our  state  and  nation 
and  47  young  people  from  other  countries  have  been  guests  of  4-Hers  and 
farm  families  in  North  Carolina  for  periods  of  four  to  six  months. 

Through  this  exchange  our  mutual  problems  of  community  and  family 
living  have  been  studied  at  first  hand  by  young  people  of  North  Carolina 
and  from  the  following  countries:  Algeria,  Argentina,  Australia,  Belgium, 
Bolivia,  Brazil,  Chile,  Denmark,  Ecuador,  England,  Finland,  France,  Ger- 
many, India,  Ireland,  Israel,  Italy  Japan  Jordan  Lebanon,  Luxembourg, 
The  Netherlands,  Nicaragua.  North  Ireland,  Norway,  New  Zealand,  Scot- 
land, Sweden,  Switzerland,  Syria,  Turkey,  Uruguay,  and  a  special  exchange 
with  a  large  group  from  Austria. 


OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

Many  projects  and  activities  of  the  organization  cannot  be  listed.  Its 
great  services  during  World  War  II,  honored  by  the  naming  of  two  Liberty 
ships  for  scrap  collection,  its  food  production  program,  bond  selling  and 
buying,  its  fine  summer  camp  program,  wildlife  conservation,  rural  elec- 
trification and  its  highway  safety  projects  are  but  a  few  of  its  contribu- 
tions. 

The  great  oak,  from  the  little  acorn  planted  in  1909  at  Ahoskie,  has 
spread  its  limbs  over  the  youth  of  our  state,  over  the  youth  of  our  nation, 
and  some  of  its  comforting  shade  has  touched  the  youth  of  many  other  lands. 

In  the  years  that  followed  1909,  thousands,  yes  millions  of  seed  and  ideas 
have  been  planted  that  have  grown  into  realities.  In  the  process,  legions 
of  boys  and  girls  have  grown  into  manhood  and  womanhood,  trained  for 
better  living  in  a  world  of  greater  opportunities. 

4-H  has  provided  situations  and  experiences  through  which  these  young 
people  have  grown  into  better  individuals  and  better  citizens.  The  com- 
munities in  which  they  live  have  had  added  economic,  social,  educational 
and  spiritual  development  in  that  4-Hers  have  been  taught  that  "oppor- 
tunities are  as  great  as  our  imagination  and  willingness  to  work." 

Thus  the  imagination  and  vision  of  I.  O.  Schaub,  of  T.  E.  Browne,  of 
Jane  S.  McKimmon,  of  S.  G.  Kirby,  of  L.  R.  Harrill,  and  the  thousands  of 
workers  who  were  inspired  by  them  has  become  a  youth  movement  that 
has  been  and  is  a  vital  moving  force  both  within  and  without  this  nation 
of  ours.

Probably  no  finer  meat  product  has  ever  been  produced.  However,  pro- 
cessors and  market  men  have  taken  this  North  Carolina  Ham  and  claimed 
it  for  other  states  for  so  long  that  Tar  Heelia's  great  pork  industry  is  con- 
sidered a  new-comer  by  those  not  knowing  the  true  history  behind  some  of 
the  more  common  claims  of  these  out-of-state  processors. 

Those  folk  who  are  proud  of  the  savory  flavour  of  their  farm  and  smoke- 
house and  their  "Country  Cure"  are  invited  to  enter  their  hams  in  a  new 
show  at  the  North  Carolina  State  Fair  in  1959.  Also,  the  locker  plants  which 
have  done  much  to  promote  the  North  Carolina  Ham  in  recent  years  at 
shows  both  within  and  without  out  state's  borders,  and  the  commercial 
packing  houses  of  the  state  which  turn  out  a  very  excellent  ham  are  in- 
vited with  equal  urgency  to  exhibit  in  this  new  show. 

There  will  be  $100  in  premium  money  for  the  1959  show,  with  a  first 
prize  award  of  $40. 

Should  the  Ham  Show  prove  as  popular  a  feature  with  exhibitors  as  is 
anticipated  by  the  Fair  Management,  it  is  possible  that  the  show  will  expand 
its  scope  with  classes  for  each  of  the  more  popular  methods  of  curing  and 
treatment  in  coming  years. 

The  Ham  Show  will  be  directed  by  John  A.  Christian,  who  has  attained 
great  local  renown  as  a  "Ham  What  Am  Ham"  specialist  in  his  work  as 
Extension  Service  animal  husbandryman  of  N.  C.  State  College.  He  will 
be  assisted  by  Dan  Lawrence,  a  locker  plant  operator  of  Sanford  who  has 
spearheaded  the  promotion  of  North  Carolina's  locker  cured  hams  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  by  Leroy  Johnson,  Extension  Services  district  super- 
visor of  A  &  T  College,  Greensboro.  Mr.  Johnson  was  the  moving  spirit  in 
the  development  of  the  great  Ham  and  Egg  Show  of  Smithfield  and 
Johnston  County,  where  he  was  a  farm  agent  for  a  number  of  years.
